by missionary refugees who arrived 
here f rom; Changsha and neighboring 
missionary stations, at 10 a. m. to- 
day.

Ise river in rags. Their bouses bad 
been burned fed they lost all of their 
personal effects. 


The missionaries stated that gun- 


boats in the river have their guns 
trained upon C_hangsha and its sub 
urbs and havei afforded a refuge for 
many foreigners. Three thousand Chi- 
nese Imperial soldiers are occupying 
the strategic points of the capital and 
detachments are being hurried to the 
outlying districts, where rioting is re- 
ported;

port with the state comptroller.

Tho disclosure that Mr. Rogers died 
orth only $30,000,000 lends conBid- 


jrable color to stories circulated for 
iwo years before his death that he 
liad been badly "squeezed" In the "sl- 
!ent panic" of March, 1907. Rogers 
:iad become greatly overextended, as 
tho Wall street rumors went, during 
.he bull boom of 190G and when prices 
jf all stocks began to drop alarming- 
ly In the spring of 1907 men 
who 


A-cre known to represent Rogers were 
round selling out large blocks o: 
stocks which rumor attributed to the 
jlondard Oil Vice President. 


Before this panic conservative es- 


Imales of Rogers' fortune ran all the 
way from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000. 
But It was known he had tied up a 
arge part of his fortune in promot- 
ng the Virginian railway. This road, 
a pet scheme of the financier, runs 
rom Norfolk to Deepwater, 442 miles 
and was formally opened April 3, 
.909, 
less than two months before 


ila death. 


The millions he had found it neces- 


iary lo sink in building the tidewat- 
er road compelled Rogers to unload 
i large amount of securities just at 
he time when prices were dropping, 
•lis selling activities did not encour- 
.ge the market and the "silent panic," 
f not caused by his operations to se- 
cure cash, at least was not delayed 
any.
